At The End Of This School Year... Think Of The Next 


The public and parochial schools will soon close 
their doors for the summer vacation. We feel in 
conscience bound, therefore, to bring to the atten- 
tion of “some” of our Catholic parents the need for 
sending their children to parochial schools—elemen- 
tary and high—next fall ... even at some incon- 
venience. 

In most parishes the pastor is no longer re- 
quired to bring pressure on his people to have their 
children attend our schools. Today the people them- 
selves demand that parochial schools be provided 
for their children. 

His Eminence Samuel Cardinal Stritch of Chi- 
cago, recently pointed out that although one-third 
of all the children in Chicago are attending Catholic 
grade schools, and although Chicago has a very great 
number of Catholic high schools, he is ever under 
pressure to establish new ones. 


In these days it is impossible to operate Catholic

high schools without tuition. Therefore, parents 
should encourage their boy or girl, who works dur- 
ing the summer, to set aside a sufficient amount to 
carry the tuition during the next scholastic year. 
In the future they will be very happy they did so, 
What high school students spend foolishly or un- 
necessarily, would pay their tuition two or three 
times over. Whatever it costs, the special benefits 
and moral guidance obtained at a religious school 
is worth it. 

A news item emanating from Indianapolis last 
week noted that “the average cost of educating a 
Hoosier (grade school) pupil has risen from $133.10 
in 1945-46 to $250.49 in 1952-53.” The cost per pupil 
in public high schools has risen as high as $450.00 
in many communities. 

What is charged for tuition at Catholic schools 
is surely insignificant compared with these figures. 


Related to the matter of providing Catholie 
schools for Catholic children is the staffing of schools 
with Sisters and Brothers. The demand on Religious 
Communities for teachers has been so great that it 
has become necessary for large schools to employ 
some lay teachers. Hence any boy or girl thinking 
of joining the Sisterhood, the Brotherhood or the 
Priesthood should not reject the idea. It might have 
been placed there by God. He has the first claim 
on their service. Let all those who think they have 
a religious vocation pray for light, and in the mean- 
time live according to the instruction they have had 
in our schools. A vocation can easily be lost by liv- 
ing less spiritually during the summer than during 
the school year. 


Attendance at Mass at least one day during the 
week, and reception of Holy Communion every Sun- 
day will = a big help towards keeping God inter- 
ested in them.

He went into detail to explain, 
how he lacked the qualities need- 
ed in a Vicar of Christ. But his 
humility was more impressive than 
his eloquence, and on August 4, 
1903 he was elected Pope, taking 
the name Pius X. 

On Saturday, May 29, it became 
an indisputable fact that the 
humble Pontiff had been given an 
even greater dignity. He had been 
raised to the elect in Heaven. The 
solemn proclamation assuring the 
faithful throughout the world that 
Cardinal Sarto, later Pope Pius X, 
is a Saint was pronounced by Pope 
Pius XII in a colorful ceremony in 
St. Peter’s Square. 

Pope Pius X becomes the first 
occupant of the chair of Peter to 
be proclaimed a Saint in 242 years. 
He is the first Pope in more than

six centuries to be canonized by a 


successor who knew him person- 
ally. The last Pope previously 
canonized was St. Pius V who 
reigned from 1566 to 1572 and was 
roclaimed a Saint in 1712. The 
st Pope to be canonized as soon 
after death as St. Pius X was St 
Celestine V, who died in 1296 and 
was raised to the honors of the 
altar in 313. 


ST. PIUS X died on August 20, 
1914. His last will and testament 
had stated: “I was born poor, I 
have lived poor, and I wish to die 
poor.” But his solemn canoniza- 
tion gives proof to the Catholic 
world of the genuine wealth that 
awaited him at death. 

The humble Pontiff had not only 
amassed spiritual wealth in 
Heaven. He had left the riches of 
an inspiring example on earth. It

Easy Ethics 


What Makes An Act Sinful? 


A> a seminarian studying moral 
theology in preparation for 
preaching and hearing confessions, 
the whole field seemed so intri- 
Cate that I can recall wondering 
how any confessor could escape 
getting all tangled up im princi- 
ples and their application to the 
cases in hand. Actually, as I soon 
found from experience, the prin- 
ciples are simple. What the pro 
fessor did was to apply them to 
different acts under every set of 
circumstances that could conceiv- 
ably arise. This was true of even 
the complicated field of justice 
and rights. We were learning to 
evaluate malice, to sift for ignor- 
ance and other excusing factors, to 
appraise the spiritual condition of 
the penitent. 

So that now, many years later, 
on a busy Saturday evening, I find 
myself functioning like one of 
those IBM machines that can work 
out a complicated equation in one 
second flat. The penitent details 
his sins, the wheels and gears in 
my mind start whirring almost 
automatically, my judgments are 
formed, and it only remains to 
give appropriate counsel and as 
sign a penance. 

The principles are so clear, real-

Next, with human acts to work 
on—acts that are reasoned or de- 
liberate—there are three basic con- 
siderations that decide their mor- 
ality: The action itself — was it 
good or bad? How does it line up 
with the Ten Commandments? This 
must be considered in a vacuum, 
apart from every other factor. The 
man says he stole a sum of money. 
That's that. We might as well stop 
right there. The case is closed. 
The action was evil and evil may 
never be permitted regardiess of 
any consideration. 

But let us say he gave a sum of 
money to a policeman. Good 
enough. Nothing evil about that.

B Bare heart of religion is love.

So we apply the next test: What 
was his motive? If he had a good 
motive, then it was a virtuous act. 
But if his motive was evil, then 
it spoils the act. So we must know 
why he gave this money to the 
policeman. He may say that it was 
intended as a bribe—in which case 
it was a sin. Or—perhaps he was 
simply repaying a loan. 


After weighing the action itself 
and checking the motive behind it, 
we go on to the circumstances: 
Who? Where? When? How? and 


all the rest. If they all pass muster, 
it’s a good act. But if only one 


whole thing sinks. For instance, a 
fellow can put on a pair of bath- 
ing trunks for relief from the heat. 
So far so good. But he’s going too 
far when he wears them to church. 


Those are the three basic tests 
of a human act. But following 
closely on their heels is the ques-

Even as a lit- 
tle girl she watched the knights 
ride out to battle, and most of the 
talk that she heard from the men 
of the castle was about armies and 
war. One day, though, when she 
was in her ‘teens, the war stopped 
being just talk. She heard the 
people saying that her uncle, Gon- 
debald, wanted to be King of Bur- 
gundy. People said he was going 
to attack King Chilperic. 

Clotilde watched her father gath- 
er his knights behind him and ride 
out of the castle. Then she, her 
mother and sister waited. 

There was no radio to tell them 
the news. There were no papers, 
no telephones. All they could do 
was wait, and pray. Because Queen 
Caretena was a Catholic we can be

They talked 
about her often and said, “Never 
was there a princess like this in 
Burgundy before, nor will there 
ever be again.” Many a knight

Clotilde for his wife. 


One knight, though, had already 
made up his mind. Was he not the 
greatest fighter? Had he not made 
himself the King of all the 
Franks? Did he not deserve to 
have the most beautiful princess 
of all for his wife?

So it happened 
that the great King Clovis came to 
marry the beautiful Clotilde. 

Now Clovis was a great man, but 
he was a pagan.

Since the SSCAs are sponsored 
by the Central Office of the Sodali- 
ties of Our Lady, it is only natural 
that the sessions for this year will 
be in keeping with the wishes ex- 
pressed by the Holy Father in the 
letter just quoted. 

“To Jesus through Mary” is the 
\theme for this year’s SSCA. It is 
a theme befitting this Year of 
Mary, and one that can be nitely 
'developed through a discussion of 
the Apostolic Letter of the Holy 
Father on the Marian Year, Known 
as “Fulgens Corona” or “Radiant 
Crown of Glory.” 

Just as Father Lord conducted 
the general session of the first SS 
CA in 1931, so he will conduct the 
general session of the one hundred 
and thirteenth and subsequent 
SSC As in 1954. 

Here is an outline of the course 
that Father Lord will give at the 
general session: 

Radiant Crown of Glory: The 
Place of Our Lady in the Divine 
‘Plan for World Redemption: the 
Personal Character of Mary: the 
Meaning of the Immaculate Con- 
ception; Mary as the Gateway of 
the Son of God Into the World and 
Into Individual Lives; the Chief 
Objections to Our Lady: and We 
Are Children of God and Children 
of Mary. 


Elective Sessions 


In addition to the general ses- 
sion there are many electives con- 
ducted by teachers who are spe 
cialists in their particular field. 
Here is a list of the teachers to 
gether with the titles of their 
courses:
